The report on Ministerial Education was read by Dr. W. R. Cullom., 
It is as follows: 


REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION. 

No subject is of more vital importance to us than the production of 
an adequate and efficient ministry. This will do more perhaps than any 
thing eise to determine what manner of people we are to be in the 
years to come. It is pleasant in this connection to note that there were 
more ministers at Wake Forest last session than ever before in the 
history of the college, the number being 98. 

Our last convention voted to unite the work at Wake Forest with that 
at the Seminary, beginning with the next convention year. It is esti- 
mated that we shall need $7,000 for the prosecution of this work during 
the next year. We hope this Association will undertake a definite 
amount of this fund and appoint a committee of ways and means to 
divide it among the churches and see that it is raised. 

We recommend also that our churches give attention to the matter 
of discovering and sending forth such man for the work of the gospel 
ministry as Ged himself shall approve and use.

On motion to adopt it, Dr. Cullom delivered a masterful address which 


stirred the body on that phase of our work. The report was adopted. 
The following resolutions were read and adapted: 


Whereas, The need of a house of worship at Wake Forest is so im- 
perative for our young men in college there; and, 

Whereas, At its last session at Goldsboro in December, 1912, the Bap 
tist State Convention of North Carolina, unanimously obligated to put 
$25,000 into this building and urged that work be begun on it at 
once; and, 

Whereas, Work on the building is progressing finely; and, 

Whereas, the church building will deteriorate if not roofed in befar 
winter, be it resolved: 

1. That this Association ask the ehurches composing it to raise for 
this urgent cause at lease $150.00. 

2. That a committee of three be appointed at once to suggest whax 
part of this amount each church of the Association should raise, and to 
make a report before this session of the Association adjourns. 


&. That each church in the Association be asked to raise within sixty 
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days and to forward to the Wake Forest Baptist Church at least the 
amount suggested by the committee. 

4. That the name of each contributor in each church and the amount 
contributed by each person and by each church be procured as far as 
possible and a list of the same sent with each contribution to Walter 
N. Johnson, Pastor, Wake Forest, N. C., to be preserved in a vault in 
the Wake Forest house of worship. 

5. That each pastor in the Association be requested to see that every 
member of every church he shepherds has a chance to help in the erec- 
tion of this house of God at Wake Forest College, and to see that a full 
record of what each does, be his gift large or small, is forwarded for 
preservation in the vault of the church. 

(Let all the pastors present at this session of the Association stand 
together as a pledge that they will do this.) 

Upon the request of the church at Long Hurst for membership in this 
Association, a motion was passed that a committee be appointed to 
investigate and report on the organization of the body, As a result o! 
their investigation, the following report was submitted; 

We, the committee appointed to consider the Millville letter of appli- 
cation for membership into the fellowship of the Association, beg leaye 
to make the following report 

Not being satisfied that the petitioners have been regularly organized 
as a Baptist church, we recommend that pending a further investiga- 
tion, the Association extend to this body the courtesy of the Associa- 
tion in recognizing their delegation and commend this work to the con- 
sideration of the executive committee.

The sermon was full of good for all. After prayer by Bro, Putnam, 
the body adjourned. 


WEDNESDAY MORNING. 


After devotional exercises conducted by the Clerk, the Moderator 


called the Association to order and the minutes were read and approved, 
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The Moderator then recognized Dr. Vann and Bro. Archibald Johnson 
as visitors. 


The report on the Orphanage was read by Bro. C. J. Yarborough. 


REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 

The highest expression of Christian character, and the best exponent 
of Christian growth is found in the care of the orphans and the help- 
less. Where the Thracian exposed the weakly babe to perish upon 
bleak mountain sides, the Christian tenderly cares for the helpless one 
and provides for it food and a home. 

Measured by this arduous standard, the Thomasville Orphanage is 
the incarnation of applied Christianity. It is worthy of your affections, 
of your care and of your money. Men are vainly asking how to win 
the world from sin to righteousness. The answer is, spend yourself for 
your fellow man, visit the sick and needy, tenderly care for the orphan 
and the widow, build orphan homes in the right spirit and support them 
lovingly and generously, and the church will then take care of itself, | 
commend this noble charity to the care and keeping of the association, 
and to the Baptist people of the State.

The report on State Missions was submitted by Bro. C. M. Murchison. 
It is as follows: 

REPORT ON STATE MISSIONS. 
The Board. 

The State Board of Missions and Sunday Schools is composed of 80 
members from the State at large, and one representative from each 
of the sixty-four. Associations. To these brethren is committed the 
important and difficult task of appropriating the funds contributed for 
State Missions. The Board holds two regular meetings during the year; 
one just before the meeting of the Convention, to adopt a report to be 
submitted to that body, and the other soon after the Convention; ta 
make the appropriations. As the first of these meetings is compara. 
tively unimportant, only the local members attend; but the second is 


a very important meeting 


g, and is usually well attended. The members 
of the Board receive no compensation, and defray their own traveling 
expenses when attending the meetings. The Raleigh brethren ntertain 


the out-of-town members while in the city. 


The Field. 
We speak of the West, the East and the Central sections of the State 
We do this for the sake of convenience, and for the further reason that 


conditions differ in these several] sections. 
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In the West, development is our task. We are appropriating to that 
territory this year $6,470, including the salary and traveling expenses 
of Rev. W. R. Bradshaw, who gives his whole time to that section, 
and it is but fair, therefore, that his salary should be charged up to 
the West. We are also giving to the West $1,500 for church build- 
ing, making total appropriation to that section $7,970. 

In the Piedmont, or Central section, great changes are taking place 
because of the industrial awakening. It is necessary for the Board 
to expend a considerable amount of money in this region during the 
transition period. We have appropriated to the central part of the 
State this year $19,528, inchiding amount appropriated to church 
building. In the East is to be foundreal mission work, because in that 
portion of the State exists our greatest destitution. Not all of the 
Mast is destitute, for the Chowan region has been called the “Bap- 
tist Eden of North Carolina,” and yet Hyde county, with only twenty- 
three Baptists, and Dare county, with one hundred and fifty Baptists, 
are both in the Chowan Association. There are eighteen counties in 
the East in which the destitution is great. 

Though the immediate returns are far greater in the Central see- 
tion than in the East and West, we cannot afford to neglect these; 
the West must be developed, and the East must be evangelized. While 
the amount appropriated to the West is not half as much as is given 
to either of the other sections, it must not be forgotten that the ter- 
ritory is not nearly so large as that of the Central or East. 

Let us glance at the report of last year, as that gives an idea of the 
results that come from the expenditures we make: We had last year 
150 missionaries, who preached at 335 churches and out-stations. The 
missionaries preached 10,150 sermons, held 23] meetings, baptized 
1,607 people, received 1,593 by letter. They reported 2,627 professions 
of faith, 20 houses of worship being built and 12 houses finished. 

Several things can be said in justification of our policy: 

1. A large majority of these mission points would not make an 
ejfort to do anything were it not for the fact that the strong arm of 
the Board is underneath them. This inspires them jyvith confidence 
and courage. 

2. Our method secures a wise and equitable distribution of funds, 
The weak places that could not possibly stand alone receive a suffi 
ciently large appropriation to keep them going, while the places that 
jiave more nearly reached the self-sustaining basis are given smaller 
amounts. 

3. Even if all these mission points could maintain themselves by 
using every cent they raise for self-support, it would be a very un- 
wise policy to force them to do so, as they would become self-centered, 


}iy aiding them in supporting themselves until they are able to stand 
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alone, and, at the same time, requiring them to contribute to the .ob- 


jects of the Convention, we are establishing churches that are mis: 
sionary in reality as well as in name. It is a significant fact that at 
least two-thirds of the money contributed to the work of the King- 
dom comes from the churches that were planted and fostered by the 
State Board of Missions. 

Church Building. 

For the past threé years, $5,000 a year has been’ appropriated to 
church biulding. This is part of the money contributed by the W. M. 
Societies and Sunbeams. During these three years $15,000 have been 
appropriated to weak points that were struggling to build houses of 
worship. As a result, twenty houses of worship have been built at 
important points, and two have been purchased. The aggregate value 
of these houses of worship is at least $50,000. By an expenditure of 
$15,000 we have added $50,000 to the value of our denominational! 
property. It is the policy of the Board to make the amount appro- 
priated from the building fund the last payment, and when this pay- 
ment is made the church is to be free from debt. Several of these 
points are now self-sustaining. Had it not been for the little aid ex 
tended they would have struggled on for years in incomplete and un- 
comfortable houses, or would have been handicapped by debt con- 
tracted in finishing their buildings. We do not ‘believe that any 
money expended by the Board during the last three years has brought 
richer returns than the amount appropriated to. church building. 

From Jerusalem. to the Ends of the Earth. 

He mistakes. the whole purpose of State Mission Work who. thinks 
that it means the building up of the cause in our own state. and only 
that. It does mean that, but infinitely more. 

Let us look-at the figures of a decade for proof of this assertion. 
In 1902 the Treasurer received for State Missions $23,674.35, and for 
Foreign Missions $11,752.65. In 1912 the figures stood for State Mis- 
sions $47,931.91, and for Foreign Missions, $44,536.75. The increase to 
State Missions has been one hundred per cent., while the advance to 
Foreign Missions has been nearly three hundred per cent. These 
figures show that by pressing the work of State Missions we are _help- 
ing rather than hindering the cause of Foreign Missions.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 
Dear Brethren:—In co-operation with the State Mission Board, we 
have employed C. M. Murchison as missionary for a little more than 
one-fourth of his time, this including the first Sunday in each month

and the fifth Sunday when. one occurs. He has preached at what is 
now Baptist Memorial church, Dameron’s schoolhouse, and Bird's 
schoolhouse. A splendid church house has been built at Baptist Me- 
morial which, when fully completed, will be worth $2,500. 

The other two points are promising missions and will soon develop 
into an organization of a church, we believe. We also have employed 
Bro. Brown at Lambeth Memorial Church, with the intention of help- 
ing a weak church sustain a good pastor. 

Recently we have also employed H. A. Powell to do evangelistic 
work in the bounds of the Association during the months of August 
and September. We bespeak for him the sympathy and co-operation 
of the pastors and churches. One object for future effort is the consol- 
idation of churches into fields so that pastors can settle among their 
people and do effective work 

We recommend a short campaign for missions within our territory 
as soon'as the same can be arranged with the pastors and churches.

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Recognition of the fact that the Sunday School is the source of the 
growth and activity of the church, and placing due emphasis upon this 
fact is necessary before the high standard of excellence set by our Bap- 
tist State Convention can be reached in this or any other Association. 
The ideal of every active Christian in his relation to the Sunday School 
(and surely he is vitally connected if he is active), should be not only 
the enrollment of his fellow church members, but those that live in 
the chureh community whether members of his church or not, whether 
of his denomination or not, 

A close study of the Sunday school statistics of this Asseciation give 
conclusive evidence that there is much to be done before this ideal is 

There are |7 churches in the Association, only 12 of which have a 

attained, 
Sunday School. One fer every church should be the slogan. Out of a 
population of 13,000 in the Associational territory, there are 1,003 
members of Baptist churches. The average church membership for 
each Association of the State is 3,720, with an average Sunday School 
membership of 2,808, while our individual Associational Sunday School 
membership is 600; a few more than half of the church membership, 
With a gain of 21 against an average gain of 135, we plead in the name 
of our King for a more earuest effort on the part of our Sunday Schooi 
workers and for a closer following of the plans and suggestions of out 
State leaders, 

Appeals frem the different boards of our denomination become more 
numerous each year. Does this net show that a crisis in the advance- 
ment of the kingdom of God through the Sunday School is upon us?* 
For funds to help in the education of our young ministers and in the 
widening of the mission fields we hear the ery. Let it not pass un- 
heeded. Let us pray to our Heavenly Father for a deeper realization 
of the importance and scope of the Sunday School work and for 
strength te accomplish the task.

This is being felt, not only in our state, but 
throughout our natior and in other nations. What means all these 
great educational gatherings in this and other nations with their chief 
topic being the failure of our present system of education to make such 
citizens as make great nations? Our nation sees beyond a doubt that 
the training of the mind alone is not sufficient to make a great people. 
Surely this is a great day tor our schools, Wake Forest College ,Mere- 
dith College, Oxford College and Chowan Institute to wield a mighty 
influence in shaping the destiny of our State and Nation; and they are 
doing so, but we pray that their influence and power may be multiplied 
ten-fold. We are happy ever the endowment of Wake Forest College 
for our sons, and Meredith College for our daughters. 

We are delighted to report the campaign for $100,000 for Meredith 
in order to secure $50,000 from the General Board of Education of New 
Yorkers completed on the first day of last July. But it is absolutely 
necessary that all subscriptions and notes made to this fund be paid 
promptly, as fall due, to make it effective. 

We note also with great pleasure that our leading schools are install- 
ing departments for manual training and domestic science.

The report on Foreign Missions was submitted by Bro. Putnam. It 
is as follows: 
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REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


The conventional year closing April 30, 1913, was one,of the great 
est in all the years of Southern Baptist Foreign mission.work, After 
working as a convention fer 50 years, we reported. in 1895 a total 
enrollment of communicants in our churches in foreign lands of 3,493: 
last year our missionaries reported 4,532 baptisms. The total amount 
raised last year was $543,446.29, which was insufficient to pay. off the 
missionaries, henee there was a debt, but taking into consideration 
what was raised for the Judson Centennial Fund, the sum raised for 
the spread of the gospel a” foreign lands far surpasses any previous 
vear. 

where missions are conducted are China, Japan, Africa, 
Italy, South America and Mexico. The work in China has been revolu- 
tionized by the changes in the government. Great progress is. being 
made in nearly all these fields, while some serious difficulties are being 
met, as.in Mexico, where there has been unceasing rebellion for the last 
year. 

Some of the pressing needs are: Funds to send out new. workers. 
who are ready, well trained and asking to be sent. However, they must 
wait until funds can be had. Another feature that has been too lone 
neglected is the proper equipment of churches, chapels, schools, hos- 
pitals, houses for our missionaries, and publishing houses. This latter 
need is to be supplied by the raising one and a quarter million of dol- 
lars as a centennial celebration of Adinnam Judson’s going out as the 
first American Baptist missionary. This movement is meeting with 
popular favor and we commerd it te the churches of the Beulah Asso- 
ciation, 

The development and growth of foreign missions have-been phenom- 
enal in the last 20 years. In 1893. we raised $209,000: ‘last year we 
spent nearly $500,000 outside the Judson centennial fund. 

The Lord has greatly blessed our efforts in the past. He-is ealline 
earnestly for money to enlarge the work. Therefore your committee 
would urge that all our churches endeavor to increase théir ‘contribu- 
tions to this mark. To do this it will be necessary to have the facts 
of our mission work presented to our people by our pastors, mission 
workers and mission literature. We believe if our people can be edu- 
cated to know about our work that then they will do. Let our aim be: 
A liberal contribution from every member in'the Association to foreign 
missions. * D. FY ‘PUTNAM.

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REPORT ON HOME MISSIONS. 
Home has aptly been styled the strategie center of earth, “The Sem 
inary of all other institutions, whether social, commercial or evangeli- 
cal. The divine. program for the world’s salvation is from—Jerusalem- 


to the uttermost parts of the earth.” Acts 1:8. If these disciples had 


neglected Jerusalem they could never have reached the regions beyond, 


The base of supplies must be maintained. To attempt to evangelize th: 
heathen without maintaining a strong, virile christianity at home is an 
absurdity. The task of Home Missions is a stupendous one demand 
ing wise leadership and faithful stewardship. 

The past year has been a history-making epoch with our Home Mis- 
sion forces. We have gathered from the different sources the magnificent 
sum of $366,050. Of this sum North Carolina gave $26,689. 

Our work is divided among foreigners coming to our country, negroes 
and Cubans. Those of Cuba. the Canal Zone and our own frontier and 
mountain. sections. .By attiteration let us speak of Evangelism, Hdnea. 


tion and Enlistment. 


Evangelism, 
This department, begun in 1906, has grown in size and efficiency unti] 
now we have 19 evangelists in our home field. During the year they 
have baptized 3,739, received by letter 1,642, and enlisted for the min: 


istry or mission work 683 persons, 


Education. 
We haye occupied 30 strategic points in the great southern mountain 
region. Into these schools we have gathered 4,646 young people, 75 of 


whom are studying for the ministry. 


Enlistment. 

This is a new department in our work, the purpose of which is to 
enlist into active service these 2,421,202 white Baptists of our South- 
land. A sad fact that one and one-half million of eur people are non- 
contributors to the great cause for which Jesus died. Last year 304 
of our North Carolina Baptist churches gave nothing to any of these 
ereat objects. Six hundred churches gave nothing to home missions, and, 
sad fact, into 600 of our churches there came no additions by bap- 
tism. In our North Carolina Baptist churches there are 173,000 non- 
contributing members. The task of enlistment is to get these thou- 
sands: who are largely country people, to join heart and hand in his 
work. They are largely our base of supplies so far as men and women 
are concerned. Our denom‘sation is rich in its country. manhood, 
Where we have trained these there we will have a mighty working force 
for the evangelization of the world and the bringing in the kingdom of 
our Lord. 
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We must strengthen the base if we would lengthen the cords.

necessities of life. We want to see the day come when every Baptist 
of the State shall contribute to this cause. Many of our people already 
give gladly to this work, b+ nearly three-fifths of the churches of the 
State contribute nothing.

There were 100 baptisms reported, a net gain in membership of 87. 


The Association now has a total numbership of 1,460, against 1,007 as 
reported a year ago; $477.42 was reported for state missions, $230 for 


home missions, $409.79 for foreign missions, $344.65 for the Thomas- 


ville Baptist Orphanage. This is about twice as much as was raised the 
previous year, and yet some of the churches give very little to these 


worthy objects. A small decrease is noted in contributions te aged min- 
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isters. Blanche and Milton sent no letter. The gains in total mem- 
bership and enlarged contributions are results of Roxboro and Bethel 
Hill having joimed the Association last year, but over and above this 
a good inerease is noted from most of the churches. The Milton field 
having had no pastor, does not show the progress of the other churches.

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. This Association shall be called the Beulah Baptist Associ- 
ation. 

Article 2. This Association shall be composed of, first, all the or- 
dained ministers who are members of or have pastoral charge of the 
churches within this Association district, who shall be members of the 
Association, ex-officio; secondly, not more than three delegates from 
each church within the district aforesaid, who shall produce letters from 
the churches certifying their appointments, in which said letters from 
the said churches shall show their conditions, losses and changes of 
membership, since the last Association. 

Article 3. The Association shall be held at least once a year at such 
time and place as they may appoint; and shall be opened and closed 
with prayer. 

Article 4. The officers of the Association shall be a Moderator, one 
Clerk and Treasurer; the last two offices may be held by the same indi- 
vidual, should such be the pleasure of the Association. 

Article 5. The officers aforesaid shall be chosen at each annual ses- 
sion of the Association, by ballot or nomination, as may be the pleas- 
ure of a majority of the members, and the Clerk shall be eligible to con- 
tinue in office until another is appointed; and shall at all times perform 
the duties of treasurer, unless another individual be appointed to the 
latter office. 

Article 6. The Association shall have no right to interfere with the 
internal regulations of the churches, but may tender them advice, and in 
case any of them should become corrupt in doctrine or practice, exclude 
such from their fellowship; and shall also have the power to adopt 


such measures as may be deemed proper to promote the interests of the 


Redeemer’s Kingdom. 


Article 7. All committees shall be appointed by the Moderator, unless 
otherwise ordered by the Association. 

Article 8. All committees of arrangements shall be appointed, of 
which the Moderator and Clerk shall be members ex-officio. 

Article 9. It shall be the Committee of Arrangements to preps 
business of the Association, and to consider the expediency or inexpe- 
diency of bringing any matter before the Association. The action of 
the committee, however, in relation to any matter shall not be conclu- 
sive; and any matter or proposition which may be rejected by them, 
may be brought before the Association by any member thereof, who 
may not concur in that decision. 

Article 10. It shall be the duty of the Association to deliberate on 
the matter prepared by the committee, whether queries or propositions 


from the churches, or suggestions from the committee, and to make such 


responses, and to offer such counsels as may be deemed fit and proper. 
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The Association may invite Baptist ministers (who may 


present) to, a. seat in their body, who shall be admitted to the privi- 


leges of converse and debate only. 

Article 12. .An Executive Committee, consisting of five brethren, shall] 
be appointed. at.each session of the Association, which committee shall 
direct the missionary operation of the Association and make an annual 
report of its proceedings to the body. Three of these brethren shall 
constitute a quorum for business, and all money sent up to these 
churches for associational missions shall be paid over to this committee, 

Article 13.. The Constitution may be altered or amended at the an- 
nual meeting of the Association, by a vote of two-thirds of the whol 
body. 

Article 14. The power of appointing Presbyteries for the ordination 
of ministers and the constitution of churches within this district, shall 
be vested in the Association. And it shall be the duty of the Association
